“Dr. Gauld was succeeded by Dr. Lyall, 
vho took up the burden bequeathed to 
him with all the enthusiasm of a uature 
devoted to the alleviation of human su 
fering. What he snecevded in doin 
partly a matter of history, for his career 
is long. But it is also of the present, 
for he stands yet among. us, active, Lknow 
ready, and 1 trust in sufficient health to 
continue the arduous work. How ardu- 
ous it is may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing approximate figures. When Dr. 
Lyall took charge ho treated annually 
between 2,500 and 3,000 patients. Now 
ho and his colleagues treat annually about 
§,000, of whom fully 2,500 are in-patients. 
The number of surgical operations, large 
and small, is about 1,000. How they can 
do it amazes me. 

“Ladies and Gentlemen, these figures 
speak for themselves. The beginnings 
of the work havo been cursorily described 
to you, but not the set-backs, and the 
disappointments that must have attended 
the continuance of it. Devotion, skill, 
capacity, and energy, have so far tri- 
‘umphed over all obstacles, and from sinall 
and totally inadequate buildings at whose 
completion no public sound way heard, 
we have to-day witnessed the opening of 
spacious accommodation for the numbers 
of Chiness who will flock here to be 
healed if science can prevail. It may 
hoy that in the future these build 
ings will in their turn have to be ampli 
fied. If that time comes all we can wish 
is “God speed the good work.” 
Advance and progress mark the wall 

Of effort well and truly planned. 

And, like a structure built on rock, 
Assailed by storms, it still shall stand. 
“Ladies and Gentlemen, before I con- 

clude let me adda few words. Though 
Drs. Gauld and Lyall have been more 
intimately associated than others with 
tho progress of this Hospital, there are 
others of this, and the sister Mission, and 
among them distinguished lady graduates, 
uho have nobly seconded their efforts, 
and have established similar institutions 
in other parts of this neighbourhood, 
which I believe are doing as good work 
av their parent.

(1) In any 
country at any time there is a deter- 

inate amount of capital destined for the 
ment of wages. (2) There is als 
ate number of labourers who must 
endently of the rate of wages, 
that is, whether wages are high or low. 
(3) The Wages Fund is distributed among 
the labourers solely by competition and 
thns the average rate of ages depends 
upon the proportion between wage capital 
and population, 

It may be stated arithmetically, thus:— 
the rate of wages is the dividend of which 
wage-capital is the quotient and labour- 
population the divisor. From this follows 
© corollary that wages can only rise ci- 
ther by an’ increase of capital or by a 
diminution of population. Hence the ex- 
agcrated importance attached by Mill and 
his followers to the Malthusian theory of 
population. Although the Wages Fund 
theory was abandoned by Mill before his 
death it. was never expunged from his sys-

An Extraordinary Kidnapping 

Cane. 

A woman was brought. before the Court, 
ged with being concerned with an- 
other woman, not in custody, in kidnap- 
ping a male child, aged four years, From 
a house in the Shanghai City. on the 
26th of July, 1901. 

Inspector Matheson said that in July, 
1901, the complainant had a male child, 
aged four years, kidnapped from a house 
in the native city. After the loss of her 
child, the complainant. came into the In- 
ternational Settlement and Honan 
Road saw a woman whom she accused of 
having kidnapped her child. A quarrel 
ensued between the two women, which 
resulted in them hoth being taken to the 
Central Police Station. The woman 
accused of tho kidnapping was charged 

tho other woman and taken before tho 
Mixed Court. The case was left to the 
Court, and the woman was oventually 
handed over to the Shanghai Magistrate. 
Sho was six months in custody in the 
nativo city, and was then released upow 
uiving security. In December, 1901, two 
city Tunners came into the Settlement 
and visited tho house of a fortuno-tell 
in Nanking Road. The fortune-teller is 
blind. Tho runnors stated that the 
fortune-teller was wanted in the City on 
a charge of having recoived tho kidnap- 
ped child. His mother paid the runners 
$160 and thoy went away without arrest- 
ing her son. In February, 1902, the 
fortuno-tellor was arrested on a Mixed 
Court warrant, but his mother paid $80 
to a runner of the Court and ho was re- 
loased. In July, 1902, two City runners 
again went to the fortuno-toller and said 
that he was wanted on a warrant. His 
mother went into the City and paid one 
of tho runners $100 and settled the case. 
‘On the 16th instant, the woman who had 
proviously been charged and sent to the 
City recognised the present. prisoner and 
found the child in hor custody.
